Emergency 

designation 

Ontario Premier Kathleen Wynne 
is also Minister of Agriculture and 
Food - and on July 4, responded to the 
request for an emergency designation 
for the Horlings Marsh area east of 
Bradford, flooded earlier this year 
after a breach in the dyke. 

With a petition signed by the 
property owners, and Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Council’s designation 
of Kenn Smart as Engineer for the 
repairs, OMAF has granted the 
Emergency Declaration under the 
Drainage Act. As noted in a release 
from the Office of the Premier, “The 
town can move forward with work 
under the supervision of an engineer 
and with the support of affected 
property owners,” to carry out repairs 
of the Horlings Dyke. 

Wynne has also contacted her federal 
counterpart, Minister of Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada Gerry Ritz, 
requesting a formal assessment under 
the “AgriRecovery” Program - a joint 
federal-provincial risk management 
program, designed to provide 
“targeted assistance” to farmers hit 
hard by flooding or other disasters. 

In her letter to Ritz, the Minister 
Wynne noted, “High rainfall amounts 
this spring have resulted in flooding 
in some of Ontario’s most valuable 
agricultural land, including areas 
surrounding the Holland Marsh." 

The AgriRecovery Program is 
specifically designed to respond to 
“one-off” emergencies and disasters, 
that result in “specific costs/losses 
that are beyond the capacity of 
individual producers to manage with 
the assistance of existing programs.” 
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Emergency declaration allows repairs to the Horlings Dyke

The program is designed to mitigate 
the impacts of the disaster and help 
growers resume business operations 
as soon as possible. 

Eligible costs are split, 60% covered 
federally and 40% by the province; the 
producer is also expected to share in 
the costs and losses. 

While that process is underway, 
and while the Town was awaiting 
a response from the Ministry of

Municipal Affairs and Housing regarding 
Disaster designation, the Holland Marsh 
Drainage System Joint Municipal Services 
Board and Superintendent Frank Jonkman 
Jr. have continued to move forward. 

“We’re going to be having weekly meetings 
with the landowners beginning tomorrow 
(July 5), just so we don’t have mixed 
messages,” said 
Superintendent 
Jonkman. The next 
step is to set up a 
meeting with the 
external agencies, 
including the 
Ministry of Natural 
Resources, Ministry 
of Environment, 
and Lake 
Simcoe Region 
Conservation Area 
“to go over our 
workplan, to see 
if there are any 
concerns or impacts that they can come up 

He doesn’t expect any issues; the 
preliminary design by the engineer keeps 
all of the repair and replacement work on 
agricultural land, inside the old dykes. There 


will be no impact on the adjacent wetlands. 

“The biggest challenge is how we're going 
to get in there,” Jonkman said. The 180 acres 
of prime muck farmland remain underwater; 
with water levels continuing at record highs 
and with the earthen dyke completely 
saturated, there are fears that any attempt 
to draw down the water will simply lead to 

further breaches. 
The fill needed 
for the new dykes 
won't be a big 
expense. The 
Holland Marsh 
Drainage System 
has already hired 
a company to 
bring in clean, 
certified clay fill 
from the subway 
excavations in 
Toronto, and 
“it’s not costing 
us anything,” 
said Jonkman. The fill has been tested, the 
company has provided securities, and "we 
know the material.” 

He’s hoping to follow the same process for 
the Horlings Dyke repairs, to keep costs down 
- because under the Drainage Act, “in the

end, the landowners are assessed the cost.” 

Actual repairs are expected to begin within 
the month. “The work starts,” Jonkman said, 
and with luck and hard work, the farmers 
may be able to get on their land late in the 
fall, to carry out remediation. The flood has 
covered portions of the organic soil with silt, 
clay, stones, and huge hunks of peat, ripped 
from the river banks. 

“Fixing the dykes is only the beginning." 

Shortly after the good news from OMAF, the 
Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury received 
the bad news; The Ministry of Municipal 
Affairs and Housing has declined to declare 
the Horlings Marsh flooding a “disaster” for 
the purposes of the private component of the 
Ontario Disaster Relief Assistance Program 
(ODRAP), a program that would have 
provided 2:1 funding. 

To be eligible, the letter from the Minister 
noted, the damage to private property or 
municipal infrastructure would have to 
be "so extensive that the cost of recovery 
would exceed the financial resources of the 
community” - and it was felt this was not the

On Monday, July 8, swift-moving 

record 126 mm of rain at Pearson 
International Airport, in a 24-hour 
period. That’s more than fell during 
Hurricane Hazel, back in 1954 - and 
the result was flooding and power 
outages. 

With climate change, it could be 
the new "normal” - and that’s one 
reason why the County of Simcoe, 


working with community Emergency 
Management teams, has been 
introducing the STEP Program to 
County elementary schools. 

STEP - STudent Emergency 
Preparedness - makes kids more 
aware of the types of emergencies 
and disasters they may face in their 
communities, and shows them the 
steps they can take to be prepared. 
Step 1: Know the risks. As Rob 


Heffeman, Training and Promotion 
Co-ordinator with the County’s 
Emergency Management Dept 
pointed out to Grade 4-5 students 
at Fred C. Cook Elementary School 
on May 23, emergencies can pose a 
danger to people, buildings and the 
environment - but Simcoe County 
residents are far less likely to face tidal 
waves and volcanic eruptions, than 
severe storms or power failures. 

Step 2: Make a plan. The students 
were asked to think of two ways to get 
out of their homes quickly, a nearby 
meeting place where family members 
could gather, important contact 
numbers if families are separated, and 
where to take shelter or evacuate if 
necessary. 

Step 3: Prepare an Emergency 
kit. Some of the students said they 
had First Aid kits or flashlights, 
but Heffeman explained that an 
Emergency Preparedness Kit contains 
everything needed to stay in a home 
without help for 72 hours. In an 
emergency, first responders will 
attend to those most at risk, vulnerable 
or in danger, "and that might not be 
you," he said. Families need to prepare 
a kit containing sufficient water, non- 
perishable food (and can opener), 

First Aid kit, flashlight, radio and 
batteries, a whistle (to signal), soap 
and other personal hygiene items, 
spare keys, ready cash, infant or pet 
supplies if needed, and any important 
papers or medications. Kits should 
be handy - and portable, in case of 
evacuation. 

Step 4: Know what to do, to stay 
safe - from taking shelter if there are 
tornado warnings, to avoiding downed 
power lines. 

There was one more step: students 
were asked to take the information 
home, and teach their parents or 
guardians to be prepared. 

Heffeman was joined in making 
the presentation by Astrid Vig- 
Bergma, a member of the Emergency 
Management team of BWG Fire & 
Emergency Services. The presentation 
at FCC was the first in BWG - but was 
followed by presentations at other 
schools, including Sir William Osier 
PS on June 13. The program, designed 
for Grades 4-6, had reached over 
2,200 students in 88 Simcoe County 
classrooms, by the end of June.

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Considering an institute of higher learning in Bradford 


There have been suggestions that 
one way to revitalize Bradford’s 
downtown core would be to attract a 
major institutional or post-secondary 
use - like Brantford, with its downtown 
campuses for Wilfrid Laurier 
University and Nipissing University 
Teacher’s College. 

But a report presented to Council on 
June 18 noted that “unless Bradford 
West Gwillimbury is prepared to 
invest a huge amount of time, effort 
and resources, as well as play catch-up 
with communities who have already 
invested years of time and effort- 
attraction of Ontario College or 
University campus is unlikely.” 

The report incorporated the 
findings of a Post Secondary 
Institution Feasibility Analysis, 
carried out by Strategy Corp. last 
year, that concluded Bradford West 
Gwillimbury’s low population, lack of 
an official Council-endorsed strategy 
to pursue a post-secondary campus, 
lack of support from the MP and MPP, 
and lack of public transit mean “the 
time is not right.” 

In 2011, the Province of Ontario’s 
Ministry of Training, Colleges and 
Universities promised to establish 
up to 3 new satellite campuses - but 
that process has been on hold, and 


may stay on hold indefinitely, due to 
the lack of “political appetite” to move 
forward, in light of current budgetary 
and political uncertainty, the report 

Until the government does move 
forward, there is no opportunity to 
pursue a satellite: the policy states 
that "satellite campus activities not 
arising out of this process will not be 
supported by the Province.” 

There is still the possibility of 
attracting private colleges or 
institutions, run on a for-profit 
basis - or not-for-profit centres of 
excellence or training, supported 
by local partnerships, stated the 
report - suggesting that the most 
promising avenue would be to pursue 
an educational, training or research 
centre/campus, in the Agri-Food 
sector - reflecting Bradford’s greatest 
strengths. 

A focus on Agri-Food “would assist 
both the Holland Marsh Growers’ 
Association and recognize one of the 
Town’s most prized and recognizable 
resources (the Holland Marsh), both 
locally and abroad.” 

A number of “next steps” were 
presented, including looking for 
support from Council and other 
levels of government, securing public 


and private partnerships, offering 
Community Improvement Plan 
incentives - but most importantly, 
launching a search for “a motivated 
and inspired citizen” interested in 
championing the concept. 

Council was told that the Office of 
Economic Development will continue 
to look into a Trades Training 
Institute, the possibility of attracting a 
private college education provider like 
Everest College or Trillium College - 
and the possibility of partnering with 
the HMGA to develop an Bradford 
Agri-Food Research, innovation and 
training institute.

Battling the Emerald Ash Borer 


Since it was first spotted in 
southwestern Ontario in 2002, the 
Emerald Ash Borer has cut a swath 
of destruction across the province, 
devastating forests and urban 
plantings as it moves eastward. 

The invasive insect, introduced from 
Asia, tunnels under the bark of Ash 
trees, cutting off the flow of water and 
nutrients, killing the tree within a few 

Ash trees have typically made up 10% 
of urban trees, or more - and hundreds 
of thousands of trees have been killed 
by the pest to date. Municipalities 
have already spent millions of dollars 
on ash tree removal, and replacement. 

With an estimated 860,000 ash 
trees in Toronto, 500,000 in London, 
and many hundreds of thousands 
more in York Region and Simcoe 
County, the impact of the borer will 
be devastating. The Urban Forest 
Stewardship Network, comprised of 
LEAF, ReForest London, GreenUP 
(Peterborough), and Neighbourwoods 
on the Grand (Wellington), is offering 
planting and stewardship programs to 
address the threat. 

The Network teaches people the 
signs of Emerald Ash Borer infestation, 
raises funds to save heritage ash trees 
on public property, proposes new 
plantings of a variety of native species 
to build a stronger urban forest, and 
provides information on treatment. 

There is a treatment available, 
TreeAzin, derived from the neem tree 
seed. If TreeAzin is injected into the 
base of healthy ash trees every two 
years, trees can be saved. 

“The treatment process has been 
around since 2008, in the Oakville 
area,” says Gavin Dawson, Regional 
Technical Manager for TruGreen, one 
of the companies licenced to use the 
bio-agent, developed by Bioforest 


Technologies. The Neem tree is native 
to India, and the extract of the seed 
kernel has “been shown to be very 
effective, in all the studies. It controls 
the insect in two ways. It stops the 
larva from moulting” - preventing the 
insect from developing into an adult - 
“and it affects the female adult beede 
as she feeds on the leaves,” rendering 
her infertile. 

The success of the treatment depends 
on the overall health of the tree, 
Dawson says - but even trees lightly 
affected by ash borer infestation can 
be saved, if less than 30% of the crown 
is dead. Because of the cost of the 
treatment, though, it isn’t feasible to 
treat every tree. 

Dawson recommends using the 
treatment for important trees - those 
on boulevards, in areas of high 
visibility, of historical significance, or 
where removal of a dead tree would 
be problematic. The cost varies, 
depending on the size of the tree. 

“We measure the tree's diameter 
at breast height -1.3 metres off the 
ground,” he explains. Treating a T 
diameter tree (about 0.3 metres) 
would cost around $200, and provide 
protection for 2 years. The treatment 
must be continued indefinitely, or 
until the threat of infestation is gone. 

It sounds cosdy, until compared with 
the cost of removal, and the loss of the 
majestic ash tree from the landscape. 
“To remove that size of tree, you’re 
into a couple thousand dollars.” 

Dawson notes that different 
municipalities are handling the threat 
of the borer in different ways. Some 
are being proactive, but others have 
yet to develop a response. And, he 
says, “When you see a dead tree in the 
landscape, for years to come, that will 
be an ash tree.”

Society met on Monday, July 8 at the 
Churchill Community Centre - and 
this month’s flower show included 
summer perennials, lilies, and roses.

A gardener with 110 rose bushes in 
her .495 acre backyard in the heart of 
Erin, Schmidt spelled out the steps 
for success: water regularly, but cut 
back on watering in die fall; prune 
all summer long, but not in die fall;

prepare for winter. 

She recommended a 1:2:1 fertilizer 
-1 part Nitrogen, 2 parts Phosphorus, 

1 part Potassium - but warned against 
over-fertilizing. Although “everything 
has to be fed,” she said, over-fertilizing 
"will kill the rose.”

Soccer ID Camp kicks it up a notch 



Soccer Identification Camps are 
common in the U.S., and at some 
of the larger Canadian soccer clubs 
- camps where young elite players 
can train to the next level, under the 
watchful eyes of coaches from top 
colleges and universities. 

The camps can lead to offers of 
full or partial scholarships, and an 
opportunity to 
play soccer at the 
Varsity level. 

But there are 
misconceptions, 
notes Jonathan 
Thayil, Head 
Coach of Men’s 
and Women’s 
Soccer at 
Shepherd 
University in 
West Virginia, 
and NCAA II 
level coach. 

“The idea that everybody has that 
you go to the US on a full scholarship 
is wrong. There’s a lot of diversity in 
how much (each program) has,” and 
how much is available to offset the 
cost of schooling. What the ID Camp 
does do, is open opportunities for 
young players to advance and play at a 
higher level. 

July 2 to 5, the Bradford Soccer Club 
hosted its first Summer Elite Player 
College Identification Camp, open to 
both boys and girls, ages 13 to 18. It 
was a first not only for Bradford, but 
for the Huronia area. 

The camp offered full days of training 
and practice - with “technical sessions 
in the mornings, all skill-based,” said 
Kosmas Mouratidis, former Head 
Coach (Men’s) and Athletic Director 
of Pro Soccer Camps, "and tactical 
sessions in the afternoon - how 
you apply that skill to the specific 
situation.” 


At the end of the camp, there was an assessment for each 
player,"with recommendations on how to improve and play 
at the next level.” 

Mouratidis, consultant with the Bradford Soccer Club, 
organized the 4-day camp, along with Technical Director 
Georgio Trikkas, and invited coaches from both U.S. and 
Canadian institutions to come and observe - including 
Thayil, and Fred Parker, Assistant Women's Coach with The 
College at Brockport State University of New York. 

A total of 38 
young elite 
players attended, 
some as young 
as 10, already 
playing “up a 
level.” Comments 
from the players 
were positive. 

Thayil noted 
that most of the 
Soccer ID Camps 
he’s attended 
attract over 100 
players - which 
means that coaches get to spend little time with each 
player. The Bradford camp, with fewer than 40 participants, 
provided the opportunity to give each player more 
attention. 

“I think it’s good working with a smaller group of players,” 
he said, calling the turnout “a good mix.” 

This was his second time attending an ID Camp in the GTA. 
Last year, Thayil was invited to a session in Toronto, and 
identified several players who had the skills to advance. 
"There’s definitely been a few people we’ve made contact 

He noted that in Canada, "The soccer culture is different, 
the academic culture is different... I was very impressed 
when I came here, with the club's atmosphere." 

It was the first College ID Camp, but not the last, 
organizers promised. Watch for more information, at wuiw.

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12th Annual Rebecca Run for SMA 


The Rebecca Run for SMA took place 
July 6 at Fairy Lake Park in Newmarket 

- IK, 3K and 5K Runs and Walks that 
raised funds for Families of SMA 
Canada. 

SMA - Spinal Muscular Atrophy 

- is the #1 genetic killer of children 
under the age of 2, a degenerative 
condition that causes 
the wasting away 
of the muscles that 
control walking, 
standing, and finally, 
swallowing. 

The Rebecca Run 
was started by Louise 
Van Fraassen, after 
her niece Rebecca 
was diagnosed with 
the disease-and to 
date, the Run and 
an Angel Gala held 
in November, have 
raised over $2.2 
million for research. 

The Run’s Title 
Sponsor is Imperial 
Oil, and the ESSO Community 
Program, and every year, ESSO dealers 
fundraise and participate. This year, 
the program contributed $27,200 to 
Families of SMA, and Team ESSO 
was one of 18 teams registered for the 
Rebecca Run. 

In all, about 600 runners and walkers 
pre-registered for the event, basically 
a full slate. 



"We're pretty happy,” Louise said just 
before the start of the IK run. The best 
part of the whole event, she said, is 
that the kids with SMA are so involved, 
so visible in every aspect of the 
fundraiser, and not just anonymous 
victims. 

Each year, the Run chooses an 
Honouree, in whose 
name the event takes 
place. A poster describes 
the child, their hopes 
and struggles - or, if they 
have lost their batde 
with SMA, their parents’ 
sense of love, and loss. 
And the kids participate 
in the Rebecca Run- 
walking the distance 
as long as they can, 
or travelling the route 
in their motorized 
scooters or wheelchairs, 
accompanied by 
family members and 
supporters. 

It’s important to the 
kids with SMA, said Louise. “They 
come out, and they get to just be part 
of the crowd... It’s family - everybody 
just keeps coming back."

House fire in Innisfil 

At about 1:17 a.m. on July 8, South Simcoe Police and 
Innisfil Fire & Rescue were dispatched to a residence 
at 647 Lakelands Rd. in Alcona. The home was fully 
engulfed in flames by the time the fire department 
arrived. Three fire stations, and a total of about 33 
firefighters responded to the blaze. 

The home owner was located outside of the 
residence, unconscious on the lawn, suffering from 
minor injuries. He was taken to hospital, and quickly 
recovered. The victim apparently was able to get his 
two dogs out of the house, prior to exiting through a 
second storey window. 

Firefighters remained on the scene fighting the blaze 
in the post-and-beam structure for about 5 hours. The 
structure suffered significant fire and water damage, 
and at noon, firefighters were still waiting to hear if 
the structure was sound enough to be entered, before 
investigating the possible cause of the blaze. 

Warrant issued 

On July 6, a South Simcoe Police officer observed 
a pick-up truck in Bond Head being driven in a 
suspicious manner, and apparently trying to avoid 
police. The vehicle pulled into a driveway, pretending 
to be going there. When the officer attempted to 
stop the vehicle, it was driven to the rear of another 
property, where the driver bailed out and ran.

Discovering adventure,

Linda Condy-Noble isn’t sure where the 
inspiration for her book The Sea Raven's 
Barnacle came from. 

A speculative fiction-fantasy work, The 
Sea Raven's Barnacle was written for 
young adults, and offers 
adventure, suspense, and 
vivid imagery. 

The book is self- 
published, in both print 
and ebook format - and 
while self-published 
books are often uneven in 
quality, The Sea Raven’s 
Barnacle is an exception 
- and a delight. It offers 
an engrossing plot, 
believable characters, and 
an authentic voice that 
captures the flavour of its 
time and place. 

"Originally, I was

It’s been 13 years since Linda Dawn, 
then Linda Mackey, took her "once in 
a lifetime trip" to the Arctic.

of the high North, but the impact of 
climate change on the fragile Arctic. 

Residents have a unique opportunity 
to see her works, at the new Linda 
Dawn Gallery in Cookstown. 

It’s the little Log Cabin building at 
15 Queen St., beside the Royal Bank 
in Cookstown - a building that has 
housed a variety of different business 
ventures, at different times, but now 
has been transformed into a gallery 
and art studio.
